An  AS:  for  making  further  Provifion  for  the  effectual 
Performance  of  Quarantine.  [ i ath  March  t 805.] 

WHEREAS  by  an  Ad:,  pafled  in  the  Thirty-ninth  and  Fortieth 

Years  of  the  Reign  of  His  prefent  Majefty,  intituled  An  Ad  39  & 40  G 3 
for  eroding  a Lazaret  on  Chetney  Hill,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  c-  8o' 
and  for  reducing  into  one  Ad  the  Laws  relating  to  Quarantine , and  for  making 
further  Provifions  therein , and  by  other  Ads  antecedent  thereto,  Provifion 
was  made  as  well  for  purchafing  Lands  for  ereding  a Lazaret  as  for  de- 
fraying the  Expences  of  building  the  fame,  and  for  maintaining  a proper 
Eftablifhment  of  Officers  necelfary  for  enforcing  a due  Performance  of 
Quarantine  ; in  purfuance  of  which,  Lands  were  purchafed  at  Chetney  Hill, 
in  the  County  of  Kent,  and  Progrefs  was  made  in  the  Eredion  of  a Laza- 
ret there  ; but  the  Funds  granted  by  the  faid  Ad  of  the  Thirty-ninth  and 
Fortieth  Years  of  His  prefent  Majefty  having  been  found  infufficient  for 
completing  the  fame,  and  for  the  Payment  of  competent  Salaries  to  the 
Officers  who  were  to  have  the  Charge  thereof,  and  other  necelfary  Ex- 
pences attendant  on  the  Quarantine  Service,  according  to  the  Plan  which 
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had  been  approved  of  and  directed  by  His  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  Ad- 
vice of  His  Privy  Council,  a further  Sum  was  granted  by  an  Aft  of  the 
laft  Seffion  of  Parliament : And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  Provifion 
Ihould  be  made  for  a due  Application  of  the  fame  ; be  it  therefore  enafted 
by  the  King’s  mod  Excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Con- 
fent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  prefent 
Treafury  to  Parliament  affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  it  fhall  and 
lion*  for  com-  may  be  lawful  for  the  Lords  Commiffioners  of  His  Majefty’s  Treafury,  or 
xlaz'are an d Three  or  more  of  them,  or  the  Lord  High  Treafurer  for  the  Time 

being,  from  and  after  the  Commencement  of  this  Aft,  to  give  Direftions 
for  completing  the  faid  Lazaret,  upon  the  faid  Lands  fo  purchafed  on 
Chetney  Hill,  in  the  County  of  Kent , with  all  necelfary  and  convenient 
Accommodations  for  the  Purpofe  of  performing  Quarantine,  according  to 
the  Plan  which  has  been  approved  of  and  direfted  by  His  Majefty,  by  and 
with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council ; or  to  fuch  other  Plan  as  His  Ma- 
jefty, by  and  with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  may  from  Time  to 
Time  approve  and  direft  ; and  for  defraying  the  Expences  attending  the 
fame,  to  caufe  any  Part  of  the  Money  fo  granted,  to  be  iffued  when  it  fhall 
be  necefiary  for  the  faid  Service ; and  the  faid  Lazaret  when  completed,  and 
all  the  Buildings  and  Accommodations  thereto  belonging,  fhall  be  under  the 
Management,  Order,  and  Direftion  of  fuch  Officers  as  fhall  be  appointed 
by  the  Lords  Commiftioners  of  His  Majefty’s  Treafury,  or  any  Three  or 
more  of  them,  or  the  Lord  High  Treafurer  for  the  Time  being,  for  keeping 
the  fame  fit  and  ready  for  the  Reception  of  Perfons  and  Goods,  and  for 
their  due  Performance  of  Quarantine  ; and  fuch  Officers  refpeftively  fhall 
have  fuch  Salaries  as  fhall  from  Time  to  Time  be  appointed  by  His  Majefty, 
by  and  with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council ; and  the  Salaries  of  the 
faid  Officers,  and  all  contingent  Expences,  fhall  be  defrayed  out  of  the 
Funds,  and  in  the  Manner  in  which  the  Charges  and  Expences  of  perform- 
ing  Quarantine  are  at  prefent  defrayed,  until  fuch  Time  as  a Revenue  fhall 
be  raifed  fufficient  for  thofe  Purpofes,  in  the  Manner  herein-after  men- 
tioned.

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II  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enafted,  That  until  the  faid  Lazaret  fhall  Floating

be  in  a State  fit  and  proper  to  be  ufed,  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  be  provided 

. until  the 

the  Lords  Commiffioners  of  His  Majefty  s Treafury  to  provide  One  or  Lazaret  fhaH 
more  Floating  Lazarets,  which  fhall  be  ufed  for  all  the  Purpofes  for  which  comP^etfd- 
the  faid  Lazaret  is  intended  by  this  Aft  ; and  all  the  Rules,  Regulations, 
and  Provifions  in  this  Aft  contained,  fhall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  all 
Intents  and  Purpofes,  to  be  applicable  to  fuch  Floating  Lazaret  or  Laza- 
rets, until  the  Lazaret  on  Shore  fhall,  by  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Suc- 
ceffors,  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  His  or  their  Privy  Council,  and  by 
Order  of  the  fame,  notified  by  Proclamation  or  publifhed  in  the  London 
Gazette,  have  been  declared  to  be  fit  for  the  due  Performance  of  Quaran- 
tine therein. 

III.  And  whereas  it  is  reafonable  that  the  Owners  of  Ships,  Veffels,  and  Duties  fhallbe 
Cargoes,  which  in  future  fhall  have  to  perform  Quarantine,  fhould  defray  Owners  of6 
the  Charge  incurred  thereby ; be  it  further  enafted,  That  there  fhall  be  Ve(Te,s‘ 
raifed,  levied,  collected,  and  paid  to  His  Majefly,  His  Heirs  and  Succeffors, 
the  feveral  and  refpeftive  Duties  of  Cufloms  herein-after  mentioned  ; 
that  is  to  fay, 

For  every  Ton  Burthen  of  every  Ship  or  Veffel,  which  Ship  or  Veffel,  Duties, 
or  the  Cargo  of  which  or  any  Part  whereof  fhall  have  performed  Qua- 
rantine in  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  of  Guernfey , 

Jerfey,  Alderney,  Sark,  or  Man,  and  which  fhall  have  arrived  from 
any  Part  of  Turkey,  or  from  any  Port  or  Place  in  Africa,  within  the 
Streights  of  Gibraltar,  or  in  the  Weft  Barbary  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 
with  a clean  Bill  of  Health,  Seven  Shillings  and  Sixpence  : 

For  every  Ton  Burthen  of  every  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  which  fhall  have  fo 
arrived  without  a clean  Bill  of  Health,  Fifteen  Shillings  : 

For  every  1 on  Burthen  of  every  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  which  Ship  or  Veffel, 
or  the  Cargo  of  which  or  any  Part  whereof  fhall  have  performed  Qua- 
rantine in  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  aforefaid, 
and  which  fhall  have  arrived  from  any  Port  or  Place  whatever,  (except 

from 
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from  any  Part  of  Turkey,  or  from  any  Port  or  Place  in  Africa,  within 
the  Streights  of  Gibraltar,  or  in  the  Wejl  Barbary  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean) 
with  a clean  Bill  of  Health,  Three  Shillings  : 

For  every  Ton  Burthen  of  every  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel  which  lhall  have  fo 
arrived  without  a clean  Bill  of  Health,  Ten  Shillings  : 

For  every  Ton  Burthen  of  every  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel  arriving  in  any  Port 
or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  aforefaid,  with  a Cargo  which 
in  Whole  or  in  Part  lhall  confift  of  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize, 
the  Growth,  Produce,  or  Manufacture  of  Turkey,  or  of  any  Port  or 
Place  in  Africa,  within  the  Streights  of  Gibraltar,  or  in  the  Wejl  Bar- 
bary on  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  which  Ship  or  Veffel,  or  the  Cargo 
of  which  or  any  Part  whereof  lhall  have  performed  Quarantine  in  any 
Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  aforefaid,  and  which 
lhall  have  arrived  from  any  Port  or  Place  whatever,  Seven  Shillings  and 
Sixpence : 

For  every  Ton  Burthen  of  every  Ship  or  Veffel  which  lhall  have  fo  arrived 
under  fuch  Circumftances  as  lhall  induce  His  Majefty,  by  and  with  the 
Advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  or  the  Lords  or  others  of  the  Privy 
Council,  or  any  Three  or  more  of  them,  under  the  Authority  herein- 
after given,  to  fubjedf  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel  to  the  like  Quarantine  as  Ships 
arriving  from  Turkey  with  clean  Bills  of  Health,  Seven  Shillings  and 
Sixpence : 

For  every  Ton  Burthen  of  every  Ship  or  Veffel  which  lhall  have  fo 
arrived  under  fuch  Circumftances  as  lhall  induce  His  Majefty,  by  and 
with  the  Advice  aforefaid,  or  the  Lords  or  others  of  the  Privy  Council, 
or  any  Three  or  more  of  them  as  aforefaid,  to  fubjett  fuch  Ship  or 
Veffel  to  the  like  Quarantine  as  Ships  arriving  front  Turkey  without  clean 
Bills  of  Health,  Fifteen  Shillings  : 

For  every  Ton  Burthen  of  every  Ship  or  Veffel,  which  Ship  or  Veffel,  or 
the  Cargo  of  which  or  of  any  Part  whereof  lhall  have  performed  Qua- 
rantine in  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  aforefaid, 

and 
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aad  which  Ship  or  Veffel  fhall  enter  Inwards  in  the  Port  of  London,  an 
additional  Duty  of  One  Shilling  : 

All  which  feveral  and  refpective  Duties  fhall  be  railed,  levied,  collefted, 
and  paid,  and  Ihall  be  fued  for,  recovered,  and  accounted  for  in  the  fame 
Manner,  and  fubjedf  to  the  fame  Rules,  Regulations,  Penalties,  and  For- 
feitures, as  any  Duties  of  Cultoms  are  now  fubject  to  by  Law,  as  far  as  the 
fame  are  applicable  thereto  : Provided  always,  that  no  Ship  or  Veffel  of 
War,  or  Tranfport  or  other  Ship  or  Veffel  employed  in  the  Service  of  His 
Majefty’s  Government,  nor  any  Ship  or  Veffel  which  fhall  not  be  bound  to 
any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  of  Guernfey,  Jerfey,  Al- 
derney, Sark , or  Man,  and  which  fhall  have  really  put  into  any  Port  or 
Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  aforefaid,  in  Diftrefs  ; nor  any  Ship 
or  Veffel  which  fhall  have  been  obliged  to  perform  Quarantine  only  by 
Reafon  of  having  certain  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize  onboard,  and 
not  producing  the  proper  Declaration  or  Document  as  to  their  Growth, 
Produce,  or  Manufacture  ; nor  any  Ship  or  Veffel  arriving  in  any  Port  or 
Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  aforefaid,  with  a clean  Bill  of 
Health,  from  any  Port  or  Place  whatever,  except  from  any  Part  of  Turkey , 
or  from  any  Port  or  Place  in  Africa,  within  the  Streights  of  Gibraltar,  or 
in  the  Weft  Barbary  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  in  Ballaft,  or  whofe  Cargo 
fhall  confiff  wholly  of  Salt ; nor  any  Ship  or  Veffel  which  fhall,  together 
with  its  Cargo,  have  duly  performed  Quarantine  in  the  Lazarets  of  Malta, 
Ancona,  Venice,  Mejfina,  Leghorn,  or  One  of  them,  and  fhall  fail  from 
thence,  and  arrive  at  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands 
aforefaid,  with  proper  Documents  and  Vouchers  aftefting  the  fame,  to  the 
Satisfaction  of  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  or  of  His  or  their 
Privy  Council,  fhall  be  liable  to  or  charged  with  any  Duty  under  this  Act. 

IV.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  after  making 
good  (in  the  Mannei  herein-after  mentioned)  to  the  C.onfolidated  Fund  of 
Gteai  Britain,  of  the  Sums  of  Sixty  five  thoufand  Pounds,  granted  by 

the 
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the  Act  of  the  Thirty-ninth  and  Fortieth  Years  of  His  prefent  Majefty,  and 
of  Thirty  thoufand  Pounds,  granted  by  an  Act  of  the  laft  Seffion  of  Par- 
liament, or  of  fo  much  thereof  as  fhall  be  found  neceffary  to  iffue  for  the 
Services  aforefaid,  it  fhall  appear  to  the  Lord  High  Treafurer,  or  the 
Lords  Commiffioners  of  His  Majefty ’s  Treafury  for  the  Time  being,  that 
the  Duties  hereby  granted  are  more  than  fufficient  to  defray  the  Charges 
and  Expences  already  incurred,  and  alfo  fuch  further  Expences  as  may 
be  neceffary  for  carrying  the  feveral  Purpofes  of  this  Act  into  Execution, 
* it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  Lord  High  Treafurer,  or  Lords 
Commiflioners  for  the  Time  being,  from  Time  to  Time,  by  any  Warrant 
or  Warrants  under  the  Hands  of  the  faid  Lord  High  Treafurer,  or  of  the 
faid  Lords  Commiffioners  for  the  Time  being,  or  of  any  Three  or  more 
of  the  faid  Lords  Commiffioners,  to  order  and  direct,  that  the  Duties 
hereby  granted  fhall  be  reduced  in  fuch  Proportion  and  Manner  as  they 
fhall  think  proper,  and  alfo  by  like  Warrant  or  Warrants  (in  cafe  the 
faid  neceffary  Expences  fhould  afterwards  require  an  Increafe  of  the  faid 
Duties)  to  order  and  direct  that  the  fame  fhall  be  again  raifed  and  in- 
creafed  to  any  Amount  not  exceeding  the  Sums  which  have  been  before 
granted  by  Parliament  as  aforefaid  ; and  fuch  Warrant  or  Warrants  fhall 
be  fufficient  Authority  to  the  Commiflioners  and  Officers  of  the  Cuftoms 
for  raifing,  levying,  collecting,  and  recovering,  the  feveral  and  refpective 
Duties  fpecified  and  contained  in  fuch  Warrant  or  Warrants ; any  Law 
or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  Ship  or  Veffel  upon  which 
the  Tonnage  Duty  by  this  Act  impofed  fhall  be  due  and  payable  fhall  be 
permitted  to  be  cleared  Inwards  in  any  Port  of  Great  Britain  or  the 
Iflands  of  Guernfey , Jerfey,  Alderney , Sark,  or  Man,  unlefs  the  faid 
Tonnage  Duty  fhall  have  been  firft  duly  paid  to  the  proper  Officers  of  the 
Cuftoms  appointed  to  receive  the  fame,  or  rhe  Commiffioners  of  the  Cuf- 
toms  fhall  otherwife  direct ; and  that  the  Tonnage  of  every  Ship  or  Veffel 
fhall  be  computed  and  taken,  for  the  Purpofe  of  afcertaining  the  faid  Du- 
ties 
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ties  according  to  the  Regifter  thereof,  under  the  Provifions  of  an  Aft 
palled  in  the  Twenty-fixth  Year  of  His  prefent  Majefty’s  Reign,  intituled 
Aji  Ad  for  the  further  Increafe  and  Encouragement  of  Shipping  and  Navi, 
gation  ; and  in  cafe  of  any  Difpute  or  Doubt  relative  thereto,  the  fame  fhall 
be  afcertained  by  Admeafurement,  in  the  Mode  and  Manner  prefcribed  in 
the  faid  laft-mentioned  Act. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
Owner  or  Owners  of  any  Ship  or  Veffel,  in  refpeft  of  which  any  of  the 
Duties  impofed  by  this  Aft  fhall  have  been  paid,  to  demand  and  recover 
from  the  refpeftive  Importers,  Proprietors,  or  Confignees  of  any  Goods 
or  Merchandize  brought  or  imported  in  any  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  fuch  Sum 
or  Sums  of  Money  as  fhall  be  equal  to  the  juft  and  reafonable  Contribution 
which  the  Proportion  of  Tonnage  that  fuch  Goods  and  Merchandize  bear 
to  the  Tonnage  Burthen  of  the  Ship  fliall  require,  and  no  more ; fuch 
Proportion  of  Tonnage  to  be  afcertained  according  to  the  Ufage  of  Mer- 
chants in  like  Cafes. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  the  Monies  arifing  from  the 
Dudes  hereby  granted  fhall  be  paid  into  the  Receipt  of  His  Majefty’s 
Exchequer,  and  carried  to  and  made  Part  of  the  Confolidated  Fund  of 
Great  Britain  ; and  that  in  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Receipt  of 
His  Majefty’s  Exchequer  there  fhall  be  provided  and  kept  a Book  or 
Books,  in  which  all  the  Monies  arifing  from  the  faid  Duties,  and  paid  into 
the  faid  Receipt,  fhall  be  entered  feparate  and  apart  from  all  other  Monies 
paid  or  payable  to  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  upon  any  Account 
whatfoever. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  the  Money  fo  raifed,  levied, 
collefted,  and  paid,  fhall  be  applied  in  the  firft  Place  to  defray  the  annual 
Expences  of  the  faid  Floating  Lazaret  and  Land  Lazaret,  and  all  other 
annual  Expences  which  fhall  be  incurred  in  the  Execution  of  this  Aft  ; 
and  in  the  next  Place  to  make  good  any  Money  that  fhall  have  been  iffued

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for  purchafing  the  Lands  on  Cbetney  Hill , and  for  the  erecting  of  the  faid 
Lazaret,  and  for  providing  the  neceffary  and  convenient  Accommodations 
thereto  belonging,  in  Manner  herein-before  mentioned,  and  to  no  other 
Purpofe  whatsoever.

IX.  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  faid  herein-before  recited  Aft 
paffed  in  the  Thirty-ninth  and  Fortieth  Years  of  the  Reign  of  His  prefent 
Majefty,  and  every  other  Aft  or  Afts  heretofore  paffed  concerning  Qua- 
rantine, together  with  fuch  further  Provifions  as  are  found  to  be  neceffary 
to  be  made  in  refpeft  thereof,  fhould  be  reduced  into  One  Aft ; be  it 
therefore  enafted,  That  the  faid  Aft  fo  paffed  in  the  Thirty-ninth  and 
Fortieth  Years  of  the  Reign  of  His  faid  prefent  Majefty  as  aforefaid  be 
repealed,  and  that  every  other  Aft  or  Afts  heretofore  paffed,  in  fo  far  as 
the  fame  do  or  may  be  deemed  or  conftrued  to  relate  to  the  Performance  of 
Quarantine,  fhall  be  and  the  fame  are  hereby  repealed ; fave  and  except 
fo  much  of  the  faid  Aft  paffed  in  the  Thirty-ninth  and  Fortieth  Years  of 
the  Reign  of  His  prefent  Majefty  as  relates  to  the  Repeal  of  former  Afts, 
and  to  the  Payment  and  recovering  of  any  Duties  impofed  by  the  faid  Aft 
which  fhall  be  due  and  unpaid  at  the  Time  of  paffing  this  Aft,  and  alfo 
fave  and  except  as  fo  any  Offence  or  Offences  done  or  committed  before 
the  paffing  of  this  Aft,  by  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  againft  any  Law  con- 
cerning Quarantine  ; and  as  to  any  Fine,  Penalty,  Forfeiture,  or  Punifh- 
ment,  Fines,  Penalties,  Forfeitures,  or  Punifhments,  to  which  any  fuch 


Perfon  or  Perfons  may  be  liable  by  reafon  of  the  fame  ; and  alfo  as  to  any 
Aftion,  Suit,  Profecution,  or  other  Proceeding  brought  or  commenced, 
or  which  fhall  hereafter  be  brought  or  commenced,  for  or  on  account  of 
any  fuch  Offence  or  Offences  fo  done  or  committed  as  afoi  efaid. 


X.  And  be  it  further  enafted,  That  all  Ships  and  Veffels,  as  well  His 
fhall  be  liable  Majefty’s  Ships  of  War  as  all  others,  coming  from  or  having  touched  at 
tine.''  any  Place  from  whence  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  by  and 

with  the  Advice  of  His  or  their  Privy  Council,  fhall  have  adjudged  and 

• (■  declared 
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declared  it  probable  that  the  Plague,  or  any  other  infedious  Difeafe  or 
Diftemper,  highly  dangerous  to  the  Health  of  His  Majefty’s  Subjects, 
may  be  brought ; and  all  Ships,  Veffels,  and  Boats  receiving  any  Perfon, 
Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  Packets,  Packages,  Baggage,  Wear- 
ing Apparel,  Books,  Letters,  or  any  other  Articles  whatever,  from  or 
out  of  any  Ships  or  Veffels  fo  coming  from  or  having  touched  at  fuch 
infeded  Place  as  aforefaid,  whether  fuch  Perfons,  Goods,  Wares,  and 
Merchandize,  Packets,  Packages,  Baggage,  Wearing  Apparel,  Books, 
Letters,  or  other  Articles  {hall  have  come  or  been  brought  in  fuch  Ships 
or  Veffels,  or  fuch  Perfons  (hall  have  gone  or  Articles  have  been  put  on 
board  the  fame,  either  before  or  after  the  Arrival  of  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels 
at  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  of  Guernfey,  Jerfey, 
Alderney , Sark,  or  Man,  and  whether  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels  were  or 
were  not  bound  to  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain  or  the  Iflands  afore- 
faid ; and  all  Perfons,  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  Packets, 
Packages,  Baggage,  Wearing  Apparel,  Books,  Letters,  or  any  other 
Articles  whatever,  on  board  of  any  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels  fo  coming  from 
or  having  touched  at  fuch  infeded  Place  as  aforefaid,  or  on  board  of  any 
fuch  Receiving  Ships,  Veffels,  or  Boats  as  aforefaid,  (hall  be  and  be  con- 
fidered  to  be  liable  to  Quarantine  within  the  Meaning  of  this  Ad,  and  of 
any  Order  or  Orders  which  (hall  be  made  by  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or

enaCted,  That  when  any  Country  or  Place  fliall  be  known  to  be,  ^Quara^-  " 
or  fufpetted  to  be  infeCted  with  the  Plague,  or  other  fuch  infectious  tine- 
Difeafe  or  Diftemper  as  aforefaid,  or  when  any  Order  or  Orders  Ihall  be 
made  by  His  Majefty  in  Council  concerning  Quarantine  and  the  Preven- 
tion of  Infection  as  aforefaid,  then  and  in  fuch  Cafe,  as  often  as  any  Ship 
or  Veffel  fliall  attempt  to  enter  into  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain , or 
of  the  Ifles  of  Guernfey , Jerfey,  Alderney , Sark,  or  Man,  whether  fuch 
Port  fliall  have  been  appointed  for  the  Performance  of  Quarantine  or  not, 
the  Superintendant  of  Quarantine,  or  his  Afliftant,  if  there  fliall  be  fuch 
Superintendant  or  Afliftant  at  fuch  Port  or  Place,  or  if  not,  the  principal 
Officer  of  His  Majefty’s  Cuftoms  at  fuch  Port  or  Place,  or  fuch  Officer  of 
the  Cuftoms  as  fliall  be  authorized  by  the  Commiflioners  of  the  Cuftoms 
or  any  Four  or  more  of  them  to  aCl  in  that  Behalf,  fliall  go  off  to  fuch 
Ship  or  Veffel,  and  fliall,  at  a convenient  Diftance  from  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel, 
demand  of  the  Commander,  Mafter,  or  other  Perfon  having  Charge  of 
fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  and  fuch  Commander,  Mafter,  or  other  Perfon  having 
Charge  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel  fliall  upon  fuch  Demand  give  a true  Anfwer 
m Writing  or  otherwife,  and  upon  Oath  or  not  upon  Oath,  according  as 
he  fliall  by  fuch  Superintendant  or  his  Afliftant,  or  other  Officer  of  the 
Cuftoms  authorized  as  aforefaid,  be  required,  to  all  fuch  Queftions  or  In- 
terrogatories as  fliall  be  put  to  him  by  virtue  and  in  purfuance  of  fuch  Re- 
gulations and  Directions  as  His  Majefty  by  Order  in  Council  fliall  be 
pleafed  to  prcfcribe  ; and  in  cafe  fuch  Commander,  Mafter,  or  other  Perfon

aforefaid,  refufe  to  make  a true  Difcovery  in  any  of  the  Particulars  con- 
cerning which  he  fhall  be  interrogated  in  Manner  aforefaid,  or  in  cafe  he 
fhall  not  be  required  to  anfwer  fuch  Queflions  or  Interrogatories  upon  Oath, 
fhall  give  a falfe  Anfwer  to  any  fuch  Queftion  or  Interrogatory  as  aforefaid, 
fuch  Commander,  Mafter,  or  other  Perfon  having  Charge  of  fuch  Ship  or 
Veflel,  for  every  fuch  Offence  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Two  hun- 
dred Pounds.

ever  ; and  in  cafe  any  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel  fhall  come  from  or  fhall  have 

touched  at  any  Place  infeded  by  the  Plague,  or  fuch  other  infedieus  Dif- 

eafe  or  Diftemper  as  aforefaid,  or  {hall  have  any  Perfon  on  board  actually 

infedled  with  the  Plague,  or  fuch  other  infedious  Difeafe  or  Diftemper  as 

aforefaid,  and  the  Commander,  Mafter,  or  other  Perfon  having  Charge  of 

fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  knowing  that  the  Place  from  whence  he  came,  or  at 

which  he  had  touched  as  aforefaid,  was  infeded  with  the  Plague,  or  fuch 

other  infectious  Difeafe  or  Diftemper,  or  knowing  fome  Perfon  on  board  to 

be  actually  infeded  with  the  Plague,  or  fuch  other  infectious  Difeafe  or 

Diftemper 
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Diftemper  as  aforefaid,  (hall  refufe  or  omit  to  difclofe  the  fame  upon  fuch 
Examination  as  aforefaid,  or  (hall  wilfully  omit  to  hoift  the  Signal  herein- 
before directed,  to  denote  that  his  Ship  or  Veffel  is  liable  to  the  Per- 
formance of  Quarantine,  at  the  Times  and  on  the  Occafions  herein  directed 
with  refpedl  to  the  fame,  fueh  Commander,  Mailer,  or  other  Perfon  having 
Charge  of  fuch  Ship  or  Ve(fel,  (hall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  Felony,  and  (hall 
fuffer  Death  as  in  Cafes  of  Felony  without  Benefit  of  Clergy.

XXI.  And  be  it  further  enafted.  That  if  any  Commander,  Mailer,  or 
other  Perfon  having  Charge  of  any  Ship  or  Veffel  liable  to  perform  Quaran- 
tine, and  on  board  of  which  the  Plague  or  other  fuch  Infeftious  Difeafe  or 
Diftemper  (hall  not  then  have  appeared,  (hall  himfelf  quit  or  fhall  knowingly 
permit  or  fuffer  any  Seaman  or  Paffenger  coming  in  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel 
to  quit  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel  by  going  on  Shore,  or  by  going  on  board  any 
other  Ship,  Boat,  or  Veflel,  before  fuch  Quarantine  (hall  be  fully  per- 
formed, unlefs  in  fuch  Cafes  and  by  fuch  proper  Licence  as  (hall  be  di- 
rected and  granted,  and  by  virtue  of  fuch  Order  or  Orders  to  be  made 
concerning  Quarantine,  and  the  Prevention  of  lnfedtion  as  aforefaid  ; or 
in  cafe  any  Commander,  Mafter,  or  other  Perfon  having  Charge  of  fuch 
Ship  or  Veflel  (hall  not,  within  a convenient  Time  after  due  Notice  given 
for  that  Purpofe,  caufe  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel,  and  the  Lading  thereof,  to

And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  when  any  Ship  or  Veffel  which 
has  performed  Quarantine  in  any  foreign  Lazaret  fhall  arrive  in  any  of 
the  Ports  of  Great  Britain , or  the  Wes  of  Guernfey , Jerfey , Alderney, 
Sark,  or  Man , with  a clean  Bill  of  Health,  no  Goods  or  Merchandize 
fhall  be  permitted  to  be  landed  or  unfhipped,  unloaded  or  moved  in  order 
to  be  landed  out  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel ; but  the  Commander,  Mafter,  or 
other  Perfon  having  the  Charge  or  Command  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel 
fhall  immediately  upon  his  Arrival  give  Notice  thereof,  and  of  the  foreign 
Port  or  Ports  in  which  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel  hath  performed  Quarantine,  to

fully embezzle  any  Goods  or  Articles  performing  Quarantine,  or  be  guilty 
of  any  other  wilful  Breach  or  Negleft  of  his  Duty  in  refped  of  the  Ships, 
Perfons,  Goods,  or  Articles  performing  Quarantine,  every  fuch  Officer 
and  Perfon  fo  offending  fhall  forfeit  fuch  Office  or  Employment  as  he 
may  be  pofTeffed  of,  and  fhall  become  from  thenceforth  incapable  to  hold 
or  enjoy  the  fame,  or  to  take  a new  Grant  thereof ; and  every  fuch 
Officer  and  Perfon  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds;

Treble  Cofts.  the  Plaintiff,  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  {hall  and  may  recover  Treble 
Colls,  and  have  the  like  Remedy  for  the  fame  as  the  Defendant  or  De- 
Limitation  of  fendants  hath  or  have  in  other  Cafes  by  Law  ; and  that  no  fuch  Action 
or  Suit  {hall  be  brought  againft  any  Perfon  for  any  Matter  or  Thing  done 
in  purfuance  or  Execution  of  this  Act,  but  within  the  Space  of  Two 
Months  after  fuch  Matter  or  Thing  {hall  have  been  done.

WHEREAS  by  an  Ad  paffed  in  the  prefent  Seflion  of  Parlia- 
ment, intituled  An  Aft  for  making  further  Provifion  for  the 
effeftual  Performance  of  Quarantine,  it  is  amongft  other  1 hings 
enaded,  That,  from  and  after  the  Fifth  Day  of  April  One  thoufand 
eight  hundred  and  five,  all  Ships  and  Veffels,  as  well  His  Majelly’s 
Ships  of  War  as  all  others,  coming  from  or  having  touched  at  any 
Place  from  whence  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  by  and  with 
the  Advice  of  His  or  their  Privy  Council,  fhall  have  adjudged  and  de- 
clared it  probable  that  the  Plague  or  any  other  infedious  Difeafe  or 
Dillemper,  highly  dangerous  to  the  Health  of  His  Majelly’s  Subjeds, 
may  be  brought,  and  all  Ships,  Veffels,  and  Boats  receiving  any  Perfon, 
Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  Packets,  Packages,  Baggage,  Wearing 
Apparel,  Books,  Letters,  or  any  other  Articles  whatever,  from  or  out  of 
any  Ships  or  Veffels  fo  coming  from  or  having  touched  at  fuch  infeded 
Place  as  aforefaid,  whether  fuch  Perfons,  Goods,  Wares  and  Merchan- 
dize, Packets,  Packages,  Wearing  Apparel,  Books,  Letters,  or  other 
Articles,  fhall  have  come  or  been  brought  in  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels,  or 
fuch  Perfons  fhall  have  gone,  or  Articles  have  been  put  on  board  the 
fame,  either  before  or  after  the  Arrival  of  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels  at  any 
Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  of  Guernfey,  Jerfey , 
Alderney , Sark,  or  Man,  and  whether  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels  were  or 
were  not  bound  to  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain  or  the  Iflands 
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aforefaid  ; and  that  all  Perfons,  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  Packets, 
Packages,  Baggage,  Wearing  Apparel,  Books,  Letters,  or  any  Articles 
whatever,  ori  board  any  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels  fo  coming  from  or  having 
touched  at  fuch  infefted  Place  as  aforefaid,  or  on  board  of  any  fuch 
Receiving  Ships,  Vefiels,  or  Boats  as  aforefaid,  lhall  be  and  be  con- 
fidered  to  be  liable  to  Quarantine  within  the  Meaning  of  the  faid  Aft,  and 
of  any  Order  or  Orders  which  lhall  be  made  by  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs 
or  Succeffors,  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  His  or  their  Privy  Council,  con- 
cerning Quarantine  and  the  Prevention  of  Infeftion,  from  the  Time  of 
the  Departure  of  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels  from  fuch  infefted  Place  as  afore- 
faid, or  from  the  Time  when  fuch  Perfons,  Goods,  Wares,  Merchandize, 
Packets,  Packages,  Baggage,  Wearing  Apparel,  Books,  Letters,  or  other 
Articles  lhall  have  been  received  on  board  refpeftively  j and  that  fuch 
Ships,  Veffels,  and  Boats  as  aforefaid,  and  all  Perfons  (as  well  Pilots  as 
others),  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  and  other  Articles  as  afore- 
faid, whether  coming  or  brought  in  fuch  Ships,  Veffels,  or  Boats,  from 
fuch  infefted  Place  as  aforefaid,  or  going  or  being  put  on  board  the 
fame,  either  before  or  after  the  Arrival  of  fuch  Ships,  Veffels,  or  Boats,  at 
any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain , or  the  Iflands  aforefaid  j and  all  Per. 
fons,  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  and  other  Articles  as  aforefaid,  on 
board  any  fuch  Receiving  Ship,  Veffel,  or  Boat  as  aforefaid,  lhall,  upon 
their  Arrival  at  any  fuch  Port  or  Place,  be  obliged  to  perform  Quarantine 
in  fuch  Place  or  Places,  for  fuch  Time  and  in  fuch  Manner  as  lhall  from 
Time  to  Time  be  direfted  by  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  by 
His  or  their  Order  or  Orders  in  Council,  notified  by  Proclamation,  or 
publilhed  in  the  London  Gazette;  and  that  until  fuch  Ships,  Veffels,  and 
Boats,  Perfons,  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  and  other  Articles  as 
aforefaid,  lhall  have  refpeftively  performed  and  lhall  be  duly  difcharged 
from  fuch  Quarantine,  no  fuch  Perfon,  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize, 
or  other  Articles  as  aforefaid,  or  any  of  them,  lhall,  either  before  or  after 
the  Arrival  of  fuch  Ships,  Veffels,  or  Boats,  at  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great 
Britain,  or  the  Iflands  aforefaid,  come  or  be  brought  on  Shore,  or  go 
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or  be  put  on  board  any  other  Ship,  Veffel,  or  Boat,  in  order  to  come 
or  be  brought  on  Shore,  in  any  fuch  Port  or  Place,  although  fuch  Ships 
or  Veffels  fo  coming  from  fuch  infeded  Place  as  aforefaid  may  not  be 
bound  to  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  aforefaid, 
unlefs  in  fuch  Manner  and  in  fuch  Cafes,  and  by  fuch  Licence,  as  fhali  be 
diredted  or  permitted  by  fuch  Order  or  Orders  made  by  His  Majefty,  His 
Heirs  or  Succeffors,  in  Council  as  aforefaid ; and  that  all  fuch  Ships, 
Veffels,  and  Boats,  whether  coming  from  fuch  infedted  Place  as  aforefaid, 
or  being  otherwife  liable  to  Quarantine  as  aforefaid,  and  all  Perfons  (as  well 
Pilots  as  others),  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  and  other  Articles  as 
aforefaid,  whether  coming  or  brought  in  fuch  Ships,  Veffels,  or  Boats,  or 
going  or  being  put  on  board  the  fame,  either  before  or  after  the  Arrival 
of  fuch  Ships,  Veffels,  or  Boats,  at  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or 
the  Iflands  aforefaid,  and  although  fuch  Ships,  Veffels,  or  Boats,  fhali  not 
be  bound  to  any  Port  or  Place  in  Great  Britain,  or  the  Iflands  aforefaid ;

Penalties,  Forfeitures,  and  Punifhments  contained  in  the  faid  Adt,  for  any 
Breach  or  Difobedience  thereof,  or  of  any  Order  or  Orders  of  His  Majefty 
in  Council  made  under  the  Authority  thereof.

and  Merchandize  as  fhali  be  particularly  fpecified  for  that  Purpofe  in  any 
Order  or  Orders  made  by  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  in  Council,

Perfon  or  Perfons,  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize,  Packets,  Packages, 
Baggage,  Wearing  Apparel,  Books,  Letters,  or  any  other  Articles  what- 
ever, from  or  out  of  any  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel,  before  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel 
fhall  have  performed  and  (hall  be  duly  difcharged  from  Quarantine, 
whether  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons,  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandize,  or  other 
Articles  as  aforefaid  fhall  have  come  or  been  brought  in  fuch  Ship  or

An  A£t  for  making  additional  and  further  Provifions 
for  the  effectual  Performance  of  Quarantine  in 
Great  Britain.  [16th  July  1806.] 

WHEREAS  by  an  Aft  pafled  in  the  Forty-fifth  Year  of  the  Reign 

of  His  prefent  Majefty,  intituled  An  Ad  for  making  further  45G  3 c.  10. 
Provifion  for  the  effedual  Performance  of  Quarantine,  certain 
Signals  are  direfted  to  be  ufed  on  board  of  Ships  or  Vefiels  having  clean 
Bills  of  Health,  and  certain  other  Signals  on  board  of  Ships  or  Vefiels  not 
having  clean  Bills  of  Health,  and  it  will  be  more  conducive  to  the  public 
Safety  that  a Third  Signal  fhould  be  ufed  on  board  of  Ships  or  Vefiels 
having  the  Plague  or  other  infeftious  Difeafe  or  Diftemper  highly  danger- 
ous to  the  Health  of  His  Majefty’s  Subjefts  aftually  on  board ; be  it 
therefore  enafted  by  the  King’s  mod  Excellent  Majefty,  by  and  with  the 
Advice  and  Confent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons, 
in  this  prefent  Parliament  afiembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame.  Signal  to  be 
That  from  and  after  the  Tenth  Day  of  Odober  One  thoufand  eight  hun-  having^the  P 
dred  and  fix,  every  Commander,  Mafter,  or  other  Perfon  having  the  on 

Charge  board- 
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Charge  of  any  Ship  or  Veflel  on  board  whereof  the  Plague  or  other  in- 
fectious Difeafe  or  Diftemper  highly  dangerous  to  the  Health  of  His  Ma- 
jefty  s SubjeCts  fhall  actually  be,  fliall  be  and  is  hereby  required,  at  all 
Times  when  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel  fhall  meet  with  any  other  Ship  or  Veflel 
at  Sea,  or  fhall  be  within  Four  Leagues  of  the  Coaft  of  Great  Britain,  or 
the  Iflands  of  Guernfey , Jerfey,  Alderney,  Sark,  or  Man,  to  hoilt  a Signal 
to  denote  that  his  Ship  or  Veflel  has  the  Plague  or  other  infectious

And  whereas  it  is  by  the  faid  recited  ACt  enaCted,  that  every  Com- 
of  Cargo  to  mander,  Mafter,  or  other  Perfon  having  the  Charge  of  any  Ship  or  Veflel 
nalty  of  200I  com*ng  from  Foreign  Parts,  fhall  give  to  the  Pilot  who  fhall  go  on  board 
fuch  Ship  or  Veflel  a written  Paper  containing  a true  Account  of  the 
Names  of  the  Place  and  Country  at  which  fuch  Ship  or  Veflel  fhall  have 

loaded. 
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loaded,  and  alfo  of  all  the  Places  at  which  any  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel  (hall 
have  touched  on  the  homeward  Voyage:  And  whereas  Ships  and  Veflels 
are  or  may  be,  by  the  Order  of  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  in 
Council,  made  liable  to  Quarantine  by  reafon  of  their  having  on  board 
thereof  certain  Sorts  of  Goods  and  Merchandize  more  efpecially  liable  to 
retain  Infection ; and  it  is  expedient  that  the  Pilot  going  on  board  of  fuch 
Ships  and  Veflels  fhould  alfo  be  informed  of  the  Cargo  thereof ; be  it 
therefore  enaded,  That  from  and  after  the  faid  Tenth  Day  of  Odobcr  every 
Commander,  Mafter,  or  other  Perfon  having  the  Charge  of  any  Ship  or

III.  And  whereas  by  the  faid  recited  Adt  Provifion  is  made  for  afcer- 
taining  whether  Ships  and  Veffels  be  liable  to  Quarantine  by  means  of 
interrogating  the  Commander,  Matter,  or  other  Perfon  having  the  Charge 
of  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels,  for  which  Purpofe  it  is  neceffary  that  Ships  or 
Veffels  fhould  be  brought  to  at  the  Requifition  of  the  Officer  of  Quarantine, 
which  falutary  Provifion  has  in  fome  Inftances  been  and  may  again  be 
eluded  by  the  Pilot  on  board,  or  by  the  Commander,  Matter,  or  other 
Perfon  having  the  Charge  of  fuch  Ships  or  Veffels  ; be  it  therefore  enadted. 
That  if  any  Pilot  being  on  board,  or  any  Commander,  Matter,  or  other

IV.  And  whereas  by  the  faid  recited  Act  certain  Duties  are  impofed 
on  Ships  and  Veffels  which  have  performed  Quarantine ; and  by  the  fame 
Act  a Ship  or  Veffel  may  be  rendered  liable  to  the  Performance  of  Qua- 
rantine by  receiving  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  from  or  out  of  any  other  Ship 
or  Veffel  coming  from  or  having  touched  at  an  infected  Place,  under 
which  Provifion  a Ship  or  Veffel  not  being  originally  liable  to  perform 
Quarantine  may  be  rendered  fo  liable  by  Force  and  againft  the  Will  of  the 

Matter 
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Matter  and  Crew ; and  it  is  reafonable  that  Rich  Ship  or  VeiTet  (hould  be 
relieved  from  the  Payment  of  the  faid  Duties ; be  it  therefore  enafted, 
That  no  Ship  or  Veffel  which  {hall  be  rendered  liable  to  perform  Quarantine 
folely  by  reafon  of  having  received  on  board  thereof  by  Force  or  againtt 
the  Will  of  the  Matter  and  Crew  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  fhall  be  liable  to 
or  charged  with  any  Duty  under  the  faid  recited  Aft,  provided  that  it  (hall 
appear  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Commifli oners  of  the  Cuftoms  that  fuch 
Perfon  or  Perfons  was  or  were  received  on  board  againtt  the  Will  of  the 
Matter  and  Crew  of  fuch  Ship  or  Veffel. 

V.  And  whereas  the  Mode  prefcribed  by  the  faid  recited  Aft  for  cer- 
tifying that  all  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  and  other  Articles  liable 
to  Quarantine,  have  been  duly  opened  and  aired  conformably  to  the  Pro- 
viRons  in  the  fame,  have  been  found  inconvenient ; be  it  therefore  enafted, 
That  fo  much  of  the  faid  recited  Aft  as  relates  to  the  Certificates  and 
Proof  of  opening  and  airing  fuch  Goods,  Wares,  Merchandize,  and  other 
Articles,  fhall  be  and  is  hereby  repealed ; and  that  after  fuch  Orders  for 
the  opening  and  airing  of  fuch  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandize,  and  other 
Articles,  (hall  have  been  duly  complied  with,  Proof  thereof  fhall  be  made 
by  the  Oaths  of  the  Matter  of  the  Lazaret  or  Veffel  in  which  the  Goods, 
Wares,  and  Merchandize,  and  other  Articles,  ttiall  have  been  opened  and 
aired,  and  of  One  of  the  Guardians,  or  if  there  be  no  Guardians,  then  of 
One  of  the  Officers  authorized  by  the  Committioners  of  the  Cuftoms,  or 
any  Four  of  them,  to  aft  in  the  Service  of  Quarantine  in  fuch  Lazaret  or 
Veffel,  or  if  there  be  no  fuch  Officer,  then  by  the  Oaths  of  Two  or  more 
credible  Witnefles  ferving  in  the  faid  Lazaret  or  Veffel,  before  the  Super- 
intendant  of  Quarantine  or  his  Afliftant,  in  cafe  fuch  opening  and  airing 
fhall  be  had  at  a Port  or  Place  where  fuch  Superintendant  or  Afliftant  fhall 
be  eftablifhed,  or  otherwife  before  the  principal  Officer  authorized  by 
the  Committioners  of  the  Cuftoms,  or  any  Four  of  them,  to  aft  in  the 
Service  of  Quarantine  at  fuch  Port  or  Place ; which  Oath  fuch  Super.

And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  His 
Majefty,  His  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  by  His  or  their  Order  in  Council, 
or  for  the  Lords  and  others  of  His  or  their  Privy  Council,  or  any  Three  or 
more  of  them,  by  their  Order  from  Time  to  Time,  as  often  as  they  may 
fee  Reafon  to  apprehend  that  the  Yellow  Fever  or  other  highly  infe&ious 
Diftemper  prevails  on  the  Continent  of  America , or  in  the  Wcji  Indies , to 
require  that  every  Ship  and  Veffel  coming  from  or  having  touched  at  any 
Port  or  Place  on  the  Continent  of  America , or  in  the  We/I  Indies,  fhall 
come  to  an  Anchor  at  certain  Places  to  be  appointed  from  Time  to  Time 
by  the  Commiflioners  of  His  Majefty’s  Cuftoms  in  England  and  Scotland 
(who  are  hereby  refpeclively  authorized  to  make  fuch  Appointment),  for

Ships  or  Veflels ; be  it  therefore  further  enacted.  That  it  fhall  and  may  Council, 
be  lawful  to  and  for  His  Majefly,  His  Heirs  or  SuccefTors,  by  His  or  their 
Order  or  Orders  in  Council,  notified  by  Proclamation,  or  publifhed  in  The 
London  Gazette , to  prohibit  all  Perfons,  Ships,  Boats,  and  Veflels  what- 
foever  from  going,  under  any  Pretence  whatfoever,  within  the  Limits  of 
any  Station  which  by  His  Majefly,  His  Heirs  or  Succefiors,  by  any  fuch 
Order  or  Orders  in  Council,  has  been  or  may  be  afligned  for  the  Per- 
formance of  Quarantine  by  any  Ships  or  Veflels  without  clean  Bills  of 
Health  ; and  that  if  any  Perfon  whatfoever,  after  fuch  Notification  or  Pub-

hath  been  reprefented  to  His  Majefty,  that  confiderable  Difficulties  are 
experienced  by  the  Merchants,  Importers  of  Goods  from  Rujfta,  in  refpect 
to  making  the  Declarations  on  Oath  before  a Magiftrate  of  any  Ports  or 
Places  in  that  Kingdom,  required  by  Section  Forty-two  of  His  Majefty’s 
Order  in  Council  of  Fifth  April  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  five,  to 
afcertain  whether  certain  Goods,  Wares,  and  Merchandizes  enumerated  in 
the  Firft  Clafs  of  His  Majefty’s  Order  in  Council,  imported  in  any  Ships 
coming  from  any  Port  in  Europe  without  the  Streights  of  Gibraltar, ox  on  the 
Continent  of  America , are  or  are  not  the  Growth,  Produce,  or  Manufac- 
ture of  Turkey,  or  of  any  Place  in  Africa  within  the  Streights  of  Gibraltar, 
or  in  the  Wejl  Barbary  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean  j and  the  like  Difficulty 
occurs  in  refpect  to  the  fpecial  Declaration  required  by  His  Majefty’s

whatfoever,  after  fuch  Notification  or  Publication  of  any  fuch  Order  or 
Orders  in  Council,  fhall  prefume,  under  any  Pretence  whatfoever,  to  go 
with  any  Ship,  Boat,  or  Veffel  within  the  Limits  of  any  fuch  Station,  he  or 
{he  fhall  for  every  fuch  Offence  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Five  hun- 
dred Pounds : 

And  whereas  by  His  Majefty’s  Order  in  Council,  bearing  Date  the 
Fifth  Day  of  April  One  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  five,  it  is  direded. 
That  all  Ships  of  War,  Tranfports,  and  other  Ships  in  the  a&ual  Service 
of  Government,  under  the  Command  of  Commiffioned  Officers  of  His 
Majefty’s  Navy,  coming  from  any  of  the  Places  mentioned  in  the  faid 
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Order,  and  not  being  provided  with  clean  Bills  of  Health,  (hall  perform 
Quarantine  at  the  Motherbank , in  a feparate  and  diltinft  Place  to  be  ap- 
pointed and  marked  out  with  Yellow  Buoys  for  that  Purpofe  ; which  Place 
has  been  appointed  and  marked  out  with  Yellow  Buoys  accordingly  : 

His  Majefty,  in  purfuance  of  the  Power  veiled  in  Him  by  the  faid:  A£t, 
is  pleafed,  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council,  to  order,  and  it 
is  hereby  ordered,  That  no  Perfons,  Ships,  Veflels,  or  Boats  whatfoever, 
other  than  the  Yelfels  or  Boats  belonging  to  the  Superinfendant  of  Qua- 
rantine or  his  Aflillant,  or  other  Boats  regularly  employed  under  the:  Au- 
thority of  the  Commiflioners  of  His  Majefty’s  Cuftoms  in  the  Quarantine 
Service,  lhall  go,  under  any  Pretence  whatfoever,  within  the  Limits  of 
the  Place  fo  marked  out,  except  in  Cafes  of  Special  Neceffity  and  Emer- 
gency, and  with  Permiflion  firft  had  and  obtained  from  the  Superintendant 
of  Quarantine  at  the  Motherbank , or  his  Aflillant. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  ordered,  That  all  Ships  and  Veflels  being 
furnilhed  with  clean  Bills  of  Health,  and  Boats  liable  to  Quarantine, 
which  may  be  ordered  tov  perform  the  fame  at  the  Motherbank,  lhall  come 
to  Anchor  within  the  Compafs  of  the- faid  Yellow  Buoys  in  fuch  Place  or 
Places  as  lhall  be  directed  by  the  Superintendant  of  Quarantine  or  his 
Afliflant,  and  lhall  be  kept  feparate  and  apart  from  His  Majelly’s'  Ships 
of  War,  Tranfports,  and  Veflels  in  the  Service  of  Government,  and  not 
having  clean  Bills  of  Health,  which  may  be  performing  Quarantine  as

InfeCtion  : It  is  thereupon  ordered  in  Council,  That  Vefiels  having  on

Station  which,  by  His  Majefty,  His  Heirs  or  Succeffors,  by  any  fuch 
Order  or  Orders  in  Council,  has  been  or  may  be  afligned  for  the  Per- 
formance of  Quarantine  by  any  Ships  or  Veffels  without  clean  Bills  of 
Health ; and  that  if  any  Perfon  whatfoever,  after  fuch  Notification  or 
Publication  of  any  fuch  Order  or  Orders  in  Council,  fhall  prefume  under 
any  Pretence  whatfoever  to  go  with  any  Ship,  Boat,  or  Veffel  within 
the  Limits  of  any  fuch  Station,  he  or  fhe  fhall  for  every  fuch  Offence 
forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  Five  hundred  Pounds : And  whereas  by  His 
Majefty’s  Order  in  Council,  bearing  Date  the  Fifth  of  April  One 
thoufand  eight  hundred  and  five,  it  is  dire&ed  that  a feparate  and 
diftinft  Place  fhall  be  appointed  and  marked  out  with  Yellow  Buoys  for 
the  Performance  of  Quarantine  at  the  Motherbank  by  certain  Veffels 
therein  defcribed,  having  clean  Bills  of  Health,  and  by  all  Ships  of 
War,  Tranfports,  and  other  Ships  on  the  aclual  Service  of  Government, 
under  the  Command  of  Commiffioncd  Officers  of  His  Majefty’s  Navy, 
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coming  from  the  Places  therein  in  that  Behalf  mentioned,  and  not  being

all  Ships  and  Veffels  being  furnilhed  with  clean  Bills  of  Health,  and 
Boats  liable  to  Quarantine,  which  might  be  ordered  to  perform  the  fame 
at  the  Molberbank , ftiould  come  to  Anchor  within  the  Compafs  of  the

fo  marked  out  on  the  Motherbank , within  which  Ships  under  Quarantine 
are  to  be  moored,  was  more  extenfive  than  was  neceffiiry  for  any  Number 
of  Ships  which  it  was  probable  would  have  Occafion  to  be  there  at  one 
Time,  and  that  the  Extent  of  the  Space  fo  marked  out  rendered  it  ex- 
tremely difficult,  with  the  Wind  at  certain  Points  of  the  Compafs,  for 
Veffels  which  might  not  be  fubjeft  to  Quarantine  to  avoid  palling  through 
Parts  of  that  Space,  and  thereby  fubjefting  the  Commanders  of  fuch 
Veffels  to  the  Penalties  provided  by  the  before-mentioned  Aft  paffed  in

other  Craft  may  pafs  without  going  through  the  faid  Grounds,  and  that

It  is  in  the  firft  Place  to  he  obfcrved,  That  ALL  PERSONS  are  prefumed  to  know, 
and  are  bound  to  take  Notice,  not  only  of  the  Quarantine  Regulations  eftablilhed 
by  Aft  of  Parliament  (as  they  are  of  any  other  Public  Aft),  but  likewife  of  every 
Order  of  Council  made  for  the  Performance  of  Quarantine,  and  publilhed  in 
the  London  Gazette.  And  as  it  is  eafily  in  their  Power  to  inform  themfelves  of 
fuch  Regulations,  and  particular  Care  is  taken  by  this  and  other  Means  to 
promulgate  fuch  of  them  as  apply  to  their  refpeftive  Situations,  previous  to  their 
being  actually  put  under  Quarantine , when  they  will  receive  Direftions  for  their 
Guidance  from  the  Quarantine  Officers,  no  Plea  of  Ignorance  will  be  admitted  as 
an  Excufe  for  any  Negleft,  Breach,  or  Violation  thereof ; but,  for  the  fake  of 
Example,  and  for  the  Security  of  the  Public  Health,  the  Pains,  Penalties,  and 
Puniffiments  of  the  Law  will  be  enforced  with  the  utmofl  Severity.
